Pension panel 
favors COL hike

The County R e tire m e n t 
Board voted Thursday favoring 
adoption of a 30-year funding 
plan for the county pension 
system which will allow for 
cost-of-living salary increases 
for the first time, and thereby 
hike county contributions by 
possibly as much as $400,000 
starting with 1976-77 fiscal 
year. 
The impact on county govern­ 
ment could equal up to possibly 
10 cents on the tax levy, but un- 
Backlog of 
disability 
cases grows 


A flood of applications for 
service disability pensions by 
c o u n ty 
e m p lo y e s 
h a s 
descended on the County 
Retirement Board, with the 
result that a backlog of cases is 
mounting, and in at least one 
case, a woman applicant has 
died during a lengthy wait for 
board action. 
The major problem surfaced 
dramatically before the board 
T h u rsd ay w hen S h e riff’s 
Inspector Peter Zanella, a 
board member, complained 
that county employee Carolyn 
P. Aim had just died after a 
long wait on her application 
Zanella asked for a change in 
the system whereby applica­ 
tions are referred to the county 
counsel's office, which then 
arranges for medical and other 
needed examinations 
Deputy County Counsel Mel 
Weddle defended the present 
system, saying examinations 
were proceeding, but pointed 
out his office is overwhelmed 
by the work load. 
He is in 
process of getting proposals to 
contract out part of the work to 
a private attorney. 
There are 28 pending applica­ 
tions for service-connected dis­ 
abilities, the board was told. 
B oard m em ber W illiam 
Chamberlain of Santa Ynez 
Valley, said he had a plan to ex­ 
pedite the applications pending 
“Grant them all,” he told an 
incredulous board, “ with 
recovery rights.” 
By 
r e c o v e r y 
r i g h t s , 
Chamerlain showed, he meant 
ability to get payments back 
from such pensioners if it were 
later found they hadn’t incurred 
such disabilities. 
Asked where the flood of ser­ 
vice connected disability ap­ 
plications was coming for the 
m o s t p a r t f r o m , b o a rd 
members said they are from 
“ throughout the system, from 
regular employes as well as 
safety m e m b e rs.“ Safety 
members are those in the fire 
department, sheriff’s depart­ 
ment and other law enforce­ 
m ent offices such as the 
m arshal's office. 


der the recommendations of the 
county's actuarial consultant 
which the board approved, 
county employe contributions 
would be reduced slightly, 
county financial officers stated. 
While the Board of Super­ 
visors will be called on to 
finalize the decision of the 
retirement board, the retire­ 
ment board’s actions are, in ac­ 
tuality, more or less directives 
to th e s u p e rv is o rs , it is 
acknowledged 
The changes in the pension 
system funding involving the 
county administration and sl­ 
ightly more than 3,000 employes 
would take place next July 1 at 
the start of the new fiscal year 
Six of the nine pension board 
members, headed by Tom Han­ 
na, of Santa Barbara, were on 
hand for the meeting at the 
County Building. Only dis­ 
senting member was William 
C ham berlain, Santa Ynez 
Valley rancher. 
“ We must face the music,” 
said Hanna, referring to the 
need to prepare for payment of 
larger benefits in the future. 
“ We can’t have a New York 
city situation on our hands.” 
S heriff's Inspector P e te r 
Zanella. a safety m em ber, 
moved for approval of the 
recommendations of actuary 
Harry M. Church. 
Added county contribution is 
to meet a 3*4 per cent in­ 
flationary facto r, but the 
30-year plan is based on five- 
year increments, and changes 
could be made later as the 
economy changes. 
Administrative Officer Ray­ 
mond D Johnson who attended 
the session said he “ didn’t 
ag re e w ith th e le g a l in ­ 
terpretation” given by Church 
which pointed out employe con­ 
tributions couldn’t be raised un­ 
less there were corresponding 
benefits given employes by the 
county. 
Johnson declared he felt the 
intent of the law was to make 
the county and employe con­ 
tributions rem ain as nearly 
equal as possible. 
C ounty T re a s u re r G len 
Neikirk, a retirement board 
member, stressed that Santa 
Barbara County has had a good 
pension 
system capably ad­ 
ministered by the board over 
the years, and that the decision 
made would provide the least 
impact on taxpayers 
The actuary's recommenda­ 
tions. which found support, in­ 
cluded adoption of an interest 
assumption rate of 5Ve per cent, 
as compared with the current 
4*4 per cent; and adoption of an 
E n try Age N o rm al C ost 
Funding Method, “ to amortize 
a portion of the liability over a 
period of 30 years for county 
and district contributions as 
follows. Regular members, 7.72 
per cent, and safety members, 
14 95 per cent, for current ser­ 
vice.

UC 'misused' grant funds

SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - 
G o v ern m en t a u d ito rs have 
ch arg ed the U n iv ersity of 
California with misusing m il­ 
lions of d o lla rs in fe d e ra l 
money in adm inistering m ore 
than $650 million in grants each 
year, UPI has learned. 


They have asked the universi­ 
ty to return the misused money 
to the government. 


In a series of eight audit 
rep o rts obtained W ednesday 
which were m ade during the 
past year of operations on m ost 
of the nine cam puses and the 
central adm inistration, the uni­ 
versity was accused of wide­ 
s p r e a d 
b o o k k e e p in g 
irregularities. 
They 
included 


failure to keep adequate re­ 
co rd s on how g o v ern m en t 
money is spent and of being un­ 
able to explain expenditures 
when questioned by federal 
auditors. 
Among the accounting defici- 
e n c ie s a n d b o o k k e e p in g 
m anipulation found were: 
— A rb itra ry tra n s fe r of 
charges to federal grants in 
order to cover deficits in other 
operations and to use up all the 
federal money available. 
— Purchasing “ general use” 
equipm ent such as typew riters, 
furniture and cam eras under 
governm ent research gran ts 
w ithout specific perm ission. 
The auditors said such equip­ 
ment. charged off to a federal 


project, was som etim es deliv­ 
ered after the project was com ­ 
pleted. 
— Charging vacation and 
leav e of re s e a rc h e rs to a 
governm ent g rant when the 
vacations or leave were ac­ 
cum ulated previously. 
— 
P u rc h a s in g 
r e s e a rc h 
equipm ent with grant money 
when identical equipm ent was 
a lre a d y a v a ila b le on th e 
campus. The auditors cited one 
project in which an expensive 
scientific device was purchased 
at the Davis campus although 
there were already 32 identical 
instrum ents on that campus. 
— The hiring of consultants 
for federal projects, often from 
within the sam e faculty, with-

DETROIT (UPI) — The Ford 
Motor Co 
has only two key 
m anufacturing 
plants 
closed 
and standing in the way of a 
final return to norm al produc­ 
tion following its nationwide 28- 
day strike. 
The inability to reach agree­ 
ment on local contracts cover­ 
ing 3,700 w o rk e rs a t th e 
Cleveland stam ping plant and 
another 1,200 at the Sheffield, 
Ala., aluminum casting plant 
could even force further shut­ 
dow ns, a sp o k e sm a n said 
Wednesday 
The two facilities are among 
seven of the 99 bargaining units 
still without the local agree­ 
m e n ts to su p p le m e n t th e 
national pact The others are at 
four assem bly plants and one 
parts depot 
Ford planned to build cars at 


12 of its 18 assem bly plants to­ 
day and hoped to resu m e 
production at the Lorain, Ohio, 
car and truck assem bly plant. 
There have been scattered 
layoffs at some m anufacturing 
plants as the supply pipeline 
fills and assem bly plants are 
not reopened 
“ We need ag reem en ts at 
Cleveland and Sheffield or we ll 
begin feeling the supply pinch 
som etim e in the near future.” a 
spokesman said. 
United Auto W orkers leaders 
have said they won’t zero in on 
any of the other U S auto com­ 
panies to m atch the Ford con­ 
tract until the two key local 
agreem ents are settled. 
Negotiations at General Mo­ 
tors, Chrysler and American 
Motors, covering another half 
million workers, were recessed 


in A ugust when F o rd w as 
nam ed the “ ta rg e t.” Talks 
resumed last week at Chrysler 
and on Monday at GM. 
Negotiations at both Chrysler 
and GM were held at the sub­ 
com m ittee level 
Wednesday, 
concentrating on noneconomic 
issues. A union spokesman at 
GM said there has been no 
progress made since the talks 
resumed. 
UAW Vice President Irving 
Bluestone, head of the union 
bargaining team at GM. said 
the union still is waiting for GM 
to make an initial contract offer 
based on the wage settlem ent 
worked out at Ford 
He said 
serious bargaining cannot begin 
until GM puts its offer on the 
table 
T hat offer is expected to 
m atch the Ford settlem en t 
which was ratified Sept 12.

The auditors cited one grant 
request which said the re ­ 
searcher would have to travel 
and billed several trips at $500 
each with no indication w here 
the researcher was going or 
how much the trips would ac­ 
tually cost. 
- Charging the governm ent 
for the use of com puters and 
o th e r f a c ilitie s a t a r a te 
designed to buy the university 
new equipm ent and facilities 
rather than cover the cost of 
w hat was actually used. The 
auditors said the university has 
accum ulated a $10.6 million 
surplus in such accounts and es­ 
tim ated that $2.2 million was 
from governm ent funds. 
The audits w ere m ade by the 
D epartm ent of H ealth, Educa­ 
tion and W elfare because m ost 
of the $275 million in research 
grants the university gets each 
year are from the National In­ 
stitutes of Health. 
The auditors said university 
officials have agreed to im ­ 
prove their accounting proce­ 
dures but have declined to pay 
back the governm ent for the 
alleged past irregularities. 
University President David 
Saxon told the Academic Senate 
last week that the governm ent 
w as 
“ u n h a p p y ” w ith th e 
school s bookkeeping procedu­ 
res, citing audits at the Davis 
and San Diego cam puses. 
These audits, obtained by 
UPI. showed that the university 
accountants used bookkeeping 
“ tran sfers” 
to strip federal 
grants of any funds before they 
expired and to cover deficits in 
o ther d ep artm en t activities. 
The auditors recom m ended the 
return of $621.000 on the item s 
audited and said the university 
should audit other grants and 
m ake sim ilar refunds which 
could add up to millions of 
dollars

Ferryboat collision 
toll may exceed 100 


DESTREHAN, La. (UPI) - 
A floating crane today raised 
the w reckage of a Mississippi 
River com m uter ferryboat that 
collided with a tanker, capsized 
and sank with heavy loss of life. 
A uthorities said 22 bodies 
have been recovered and at 
least 56 perons were missing. A 
disaster coordinator predicted 
the death toll would exceed 100. 
Most victim s were oil and 
chem ical workers en route to 
their jobs. 
Only 18 persons were known 
to have survived the predawn 
collision W ednesday 30 m iles 
upstream from New Orleans. 


“ I t’s my feeling th a t the 
death toll is going to go over 
100.” said St. Charles Parish 
sheriff John O. St. Am ant, 
director of disaster operations. 
“ It’s a very, very tragic thing.” 


If the death toll is confirm ed, 
the collision will be the worst 
disaster on the river since 1,000 
persons died in an explosion 
aboard the steam boat Sultana 
near Memphis, Tenn., in 1865 


The George Prince w as ram ­ 
med broadside by the 664-foot 
Norwegian tanker F rosta. The 
120-foot ferry capsized and sank 
within 15 m inutes, hurling pas­ 
sengers and cars into 90 feet of 
w ater. 
Thirty-nine vehicles plunged 
into the riv e r. Som e w ere 
located a half-mile from the 
crash site. 
Diver Fred H urt said all vic­ 
tim s were retrieved from the 
ferry Wednesday and the rest 
were either trapped in the cars 
or floating in the river where 
the current is about four knots. 
“ We went through the whole 
th in g ,” H urt said of diving 
o p era tio n s into th e ferry . 
“ T h e re w as no a ir sp a ce 
anywhere ” 
Hurt said both doors to the 
passenger cabin were found 
open and some windows sm a­ 
shed. He said he could not 
determ ine whether the win­ 
dows w ere broken by pas­ 
sengers or by the force of the 
collision with the Baton Rouge 
bound tanker.

Surgery was perform ed last 
m o n th on a b o u t a d o zen 
children m istakenly diagnosed 
as suffering from appendicitis, 
but doctors now say the illnes­ 
ses were caused by a rare in­ 
testinal disease, possibly from 
polluted w ater 
Scientists, aided by research­ 
ers of the National Center for 
Disease Control, tried to pin­ 
point the source of the disease 
that struck at least 32 school 
children in Holland Patent, an 
upstate New York community 
of some 400 families. 
Dr Richard Jackson, a state 


health dep artm en t epidem i­ 
ologist. told reporters in Utica 
Wednesday that all the evi­ 
dence points to a polluted water 
supply in the village 
“ I’m fairly confident that it 
(the disease) has stopped. 
Jackson said 
“ I don’t have 
iron-clad proof at this point that 
it’s the w ater 
I have very 
strong suspicions because I've 
got people who got sick telling 
me they’ve drunk the water. I 
can't explain to you why some 
of the people who drank the 
w ater didn't get sick ' 
Jackson said he has been un­ 
able to locate the specific 


m icroorganism that causes the 
disease, yersim osis. a rare but 
acute intestinal ailm ent that 
may last from 12 hours to 10 
days. 
Jackson said the disease,

BEIRUT, Lebanon (UPI) - 
The 55th cease-fire of Leba­ 
non’s civil w ar slowly began to 
take effect today, ending the 
heaviest barrage of m ortar fire 
across the capital in 18 months 
of fighting. 
Leftist m ilitia sources es­ 
tim ated that nearly 3,000 shells 
fell on the w estern sector of the 
city over the past 24 hours. 
N ewspapers estim ated casual­ 
ties at m ore than 120 dead and 
300 wounded. 
The intense shellfire lasted 
right up to the scheduled start 
of the cease-fire a t 4 a.m . (m id­ 
night W ednesday EDT). 
Two hours after the truce was 
to take hold, sporadic shooting 
and shelling erupted in parts of 
the capital but by and large, the 
truce — helped by heavy m orn­ 
ing rain — had a dram atic ef­ 
fect in reducing the violence. 
“ It’s about 80 per cent suc­ 
cessful,” said a leftist m ilitia 
source. “ No one could expect 
com plete respect for the truce 
so quickly considering the in­ 
tensity of the violence last 
night." 
Between 6 a.m . and 8.a.m ., 
about a dozen shells fell on west 
Beirut. Sporadic shooting and 
shelling also ripped across the 
green line dividing the capital. 
F irs t re p o rts sa id o th e r 
fronts w ere quiet, although 
th e re w as no new s fro m 
southern Lebanon, where heavy 
fighting raged Wednesday. 
A leftist-held Beirut radio 
station said a “ relative calm ” 
prevailed over Beirut and its 
suburbs two hours after the 
cease-fire went into effect. 
It charged however that the 
“ other side's observance of the 
cease-fire was not total." It 
said “ some explosions were 
heard in the capital and some 
shells fell into (Moslem-held) 
west B eirut” after the cease­ 
fire deadline.

U.S. postal centers by Christmas 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - A regional strike against a private 
parcel delivery firm is jamming mail centers in most of the East 
and its impact on bulk mail volume could reach across the country 
as the Christmas season nears. 
The United Parcel Service strike involves only 15 Eastern states 
but its impact already is felt across the continent, a Postal Service 
spokesman said in an interview. 
The UPS is the Postal Service’s biggest parcel delivery com­ 
petitor and the strike is jamming bulk mail centers from Maine to 
South Carolina except for a New York City area, the spokesman 
said. 
He said the strike already is having a big impact on mail parcel 
volume, and explained: “ In California, for example, the UPS won t 
accept parcels for delivery in the strike area, so that burden falls 
upon the Postal Service. 
“ Outside of the 15-state strike area we’ve got a 40 per cent in­ 
crease in sacks. 25 per cent increase in parcels, and for non- 
machinable mail’ - mail too bulky for conveyor belt sorting — a 95 
per cent increase.” 
Dtputy Postmaster General William F Bolger said Wednesday 
the Postal Service is using standby lease facilities and already has 
Israelis

WASHINGTON (U P I) - Au­ 
thoritative Israeli sources say 
they are deeply troubled- by 
what they consider to be a 
growing anti-Israel mood 
within the Pentagon and the 
CIA 
The officials think Gen. 
George Brown’s off-hand re­ 
mark — that from a military 
point of view “ strategically, the 
Israelis are more of a burden 
than an asset" — was a symp­ 
tom of a widespread feeling 
that in the long run will en­ 
danger Israel’s survival. 
One example cited by Israeli 
officials is the recent sale of 
U.S. weapons to Israel, includ­ 
ing 120 M60 tanks, “ concussion 
bombs.” and a night-fighting in­ 
frared target detection sys­ 
tem 
This was part of a $500 
million package requested by 
the Israelis in the early part of 
1976. 
They report that the State 
Department routinely approved 
the sale, and Secretary of State 
Henry Kissinger was “ stun­ 
ned” when he found that the 
Defense department and the 
CIA both disagreed, and urged 
the President to disapprove the 
sale. 
President Ford compromised 
by cutting the proposed sale in 
half, the Israelis say, and 
detaying it until it was swept up 
in election year politics. 
The Israeli officials said the 
Brown statement and the Pen­ 
tagon action in opposing the 
weapons are both signs of the 
same tendency on the part of 
technical officials. 
“ It depends on how you look 
at things,* one official said. “ In 
one sense. Israel is a burden So 
is Japan So is West Europe. 
But in a more important sense, 
Israel. Japan and Europe are 
defending the same values as 
the United States, and we are 
doing a job that would 
otherwise have to be done by 
American men and arms." 
The Israeli officials said they 
are not reassured by the 
rhetoric from both presidential 
candidates, who compete in 
their speeches and debates to 
pledge support for Israel. The 
Israelis call this “ campaign 
rhetoric" that could be quickly 
forgotten after the election. 
One incidental byproduct of 
the Israeli suspicions is that it 
has increased the credibility of 
Kissinger.

Decision by Levi touches off 
new W atergate cover-up claim 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - In a 
decision touching off “ new 
cover-up” allegations, Attorney 
General Edward Levi has 
refused to order a Justice 
Department investigation of 
President Ford’s role in block- 
ing of a proposed 1972 
Watergate probe 
Rejecting requests from Con­ 
gress. Levi said Wednesday 
that the Justice Department 
reviewed some evidence relat­ 
ing to the request and found no 
basis for questioning Ford’s 
claim that he didn’t recall dis­ 
cussing the issue with aides of 
former President Richard Nix­ 
on. 
Rep Elizabeth Holtzman, D- 
N Y , who had asked Levi for 
the investigation, said his deci­ 
sion “ is irresponsible and 
smacks of a new cover-up 
“ The truth about Mr. Ford’s 
testimony can be learned easily 
if the Justice Department is 
willing to seek a few tapes and 


interrogate a few witnesses,” 
she said 
“ The Attorney G eneral’s 
decision, instead, to defend his 
employer without regard to the 
facts and to prevent any in­ 
vestigation may not be surpris- 
ing but it is profoundly 
irresponsible 
It invites a 
repetition of this nation’s most 
painful constitutional crisis ” 
Former White House aide 
John Dean has said there were 
a number of contacts by Nixon 
aides with Ford about the in­ 
vestigation 
Dean said this 
week that there likely were a 
number of mentions of those 
contacts in White House tapes. 
After studying the request, 
Levi said, “ the Department of 
Justice declines to conduct a 
further, formal investigation of 
its own or to request the special 
prosecutor to conduct a further 
investigation.” 
In a news conference Wednes­ 
day. Ford again stood by his 


testimony during the vice 
presidential confirmation hear­ 
ings when he said he could 
recall no specific White House 
contact on the proposed investi­

Sears agrees to halt bait-switch’ 
technique in sales of appliances 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
Federal Trade Commission 
said today Sears, the world's 
largest retailer, has agreed not 
to lure customers into its stores 
with low priced appliance 
specials and then try to talk 
them into buying something 
more expensive. 
The technique — called “ bait 
and switch” — had been in use 
at Sears stores all over the 
country, the FTC said. 
Sears said the incidents that 
were cited violated its own 
policy as well as the FTCs, and 
said its employes will “ redou­ 
ble their vigilance" to ensure 
that it will not happen again. 
Sears has sales of $12 billion a 
year and is the largest 
merchandiser in the world. The 


case is also the biggest bait and 
switch settlement in FTC 
history. 


Typically a sewing machine, 
washer, dryer or other appli­ 
ance would be advertised at a 
low price But the customer, 
looking for the bargain, would 
find a salesman who talked 
down the special and then tried

of many vets without jobs 


TH E STORY OF William Worcester, shown here with his 19- 
month-old son, is typical of many veterans whose unemployment 
rate here is substantially higher than other population groups.

William Worcester was 18 
when he went to Vietnam in 
1964. As an infantryman in the 
Marines, he served a 13-month 
tour of duty without becoming a 
casualty statistic — the first 
time. 
Worcester, whose friends call 
him Bill or Willy, returned to 
Southeast Asia for a second 
tour in late 1965. TTiis time it 
lasted only six months before 
he was seriously wounded in a 
bunker explosion. 
After two years spent bounc­ 
ing from one military hospital 
to another in an attempt to 
repair the leg, eyes and back 
damage Worcester sustained in 
the explosion, he was declared 
30 per cent disabled by the 
Department of the Navy. 


Today he is 29, married and 
the father of a 19-month-old 
son. He is also unemployed. He 
has been without a job for the 
last two years and for the 
majority of the eight years 
since his 1968 discharge. 
The 
explosion 
ended 
Worcester’s military career. 
He wasn’t forced out, but volun­ 
tarily asked for a discharge. 
“ I was lying in bed and the 


doctor asked me if I wanted to 
stay in,” said the average size, 
blonde ex-marine. “ I asked him 
what he meant and he said if I 
stayed in I wouldn’t be worth 
dip diddly in combat and that's 
all I knew. I figured if I couldn’t 
go back into combat, I wanted 
out.” 
Worcester was released with 
$140 a month retirement. He is 
almost finished with the two- 
year sociology program at 
Allan Hancock College and is 
about ready to go to work. A sl­ 
ight limp and a pair of teardrop 
glasses are left to remind him 
of his military career. 


In the eight years since his 
discharge, Worcester said he 
has held about 25 jobs, but 
“ nothing really steady.” His 
longest stay was a seven-month 
stint fighting fires for the U.S. 
Forest Service. 
Last month he said he spent 
$70 calling Los Angeles and 
Santa Barbara about possible 
jobs. 


“ I used to go through the 
yellow pages and just go around 
and ask,” said Worcester with a 
bitter smile. “ Take any 
business establishment in Lom­ 
poc and I ’ve probably been 
there. 


“ I did my job and got hurt on 
the job and that’s the way I look 
at it. You come back and you 
have certain preferences, but 
there are ways to go around 
these. 
“ A lot of vets feel real bad,” 
added Worcester, “ because 
Lompoc has held back for so 
long on letting any further in­ 
dustry in here. There are just 
no jobs to be had.” 
Despite the city's high un­ 
employment rate — 11.3 per 
cent figured on a census share 
basis — Worcester said there 
are important reasons for stay­ 
ing in Lompoc. 
“ My son is the seventh 
generation to be bom here,” he 
explained, “ and the ties are 
heavy and I also want to finish 
my education here. There is 
something about Lompoc that 
just draws you back. I don’t 
know what it is because Lom­ 
poc doesn’t have that much to 
offer.” 
But, William Worcester is 
one of the luckier ones. He said 
he was notified by the Forest 
Service that his name is near 
the top of their list and he ex­ 
pects to go to work — per­ 
manently — for the agency in 
the next couple of months or in 
the spring at the latest.

First of Mrs. Bodger’s offerings is a tasty dish for 
company or family. 


Pineapple Ginger Chicken Wings 
(spareribs may be your choice) 


2 or 3 doz chicken wings 
or up to 5 lbs. spareribs 
1 can (1 lb. 4 oz.) crushed pineapple 
Vi cup orange or ginger marmalade 
Vi cup soy sauce 
2 tbsp. brown sugar 
2 tbsp. lemon juice 
2 tbsp. dry sherry 
1 tsp. ground ginger 
Vi tsp. each garlic powder and onion powder 
Heat ingredients to blend. Marinate cut up chicken 
wings and marinade about 2 hours. Bake in the 
marinade in 350 degree oven about 40 minutes or until 
tender. 
Should beef be more to your liking, try the following: 


Burgundy Beef Balls 


1 lb. ground beef 
Vi cup dry bread crumbs 
Vi cup milk 
1 egg unbeaten 
1 small onion, grated 
1 tsp. seasoned salt 
Vi tsp. seasoned pepper 
Vs tsp. allspice 
1 tbsp. oil 
% cup water 
1 envelope mushroom gravy mix 


V2 cup burgundy wine 
Lightly blend beef, bread crumbs, milk, egg, onions, 
salt, pepper and allspice. Shape mixture into 24 meat 
balls. Heat oil in skillet and add meatballs. Brown on 
all sides, removing them as they brown. Drain off fat. 
Combine water, mushroom gravy mix and wine in 
skillet. Stir well; bring to boil and add meatballs. 
Reduce heat , cover and simmer 30 minutes and serve 
over buttered noodles. Makes 4-6 servings. (Can be 
frozen.) 


Nice to have on hand at any time are: 


Sweet Dill Pickle Chips 
Vi gal. jar of dill pickles 
2 large garlic cloves, sliced 
4 cups sugar 
2 cups cider vinegar 
12-14 whole cloves 
1 stick of cinnamon (3 inch) 
Slice pickles crosswise into a large bowl; add garlic. 
Combine sugar, vinegar and spices. Boil 5 minutes, 
then pour over pickles. Let cool, stirring now and then. 
When cool remove spices, leaving the garlic. 
Pack back into jars. Pour syrup over them; cover 
tightly. Store in refrigerator for about ten days, shak­ 
ing every day to stir the pickles in the jars.

Chili 
1 lb. ground beef 
V2 lb. pork sausage, fat fried out and about half 
drained off 
1 large union 
2 cans tomato soup 
2 cups water 
1 large can Mexican style beans 
1 tsp. powdered garlic 
1 tsp. chili powder 
2 tsp. paprika 
1 tsp. cumin seed or powder 
1 tsp. oregano 
6 hot chili peppers (optional) 
Cook slowly one hour, then remove chiles and serve. 


For teas, for snacks or mealtime dessert are these: 


Lemon Custard Bars 


1 cup butter 
1 cup powdered sugar 
2 cups flour 
Mix these three ingredients thoroughly and press 
into a 9x13 pan.

The primary purpose of the 
association was to establish a 
Close contact with county of­ 
ficials and others and to work 
toward the general improve­ 
ment of the Town of Santa Ynez 
and areas in close proximity. 
Some of the major commit­ 
tees were appointed in 1957 to 
work on problems of the time, 
including rem oval of sub­ 
standard buildings and general 
town clean up; increase of 
street lighting facilities, street 
improvement, zoning, with the 
original plans drawn up from 
1957 to 1961 and water. Prior to 
the formation of the Santa Ynez 
R iver W ater C onservation 
District, the town was supplied 
with domestic water by the 
Anderson system and wells. 
By 1960-61, the association, 
with a membership of more 
than 80, was working closely 
with county officials on other 
pressing issues and projects, in­ 
cluding: 
Re-subdivision of parts of 
the Santa Ynez Township. 
Many of the 50 by 200 foot lots 
that were established by the 
original Santa Ynez subdivision 
in 1882 were changed to a more 
practical 100 by 100 feet in size. 
Improvements on flood 
c o n tro l 
w ith 
a d d itio n a l 
drainage ditches installed and 
some existing ones enlarged. 
Names were selected for 
all unnamed streets and alleys 
and signs w ere in stalled 
throughout the town and a town 
sign and community bulletin 
board were set in place. 
A SYIA historical com­ 
mittee was appointed prior to 


the formation of the Santa Ynez 
Valley Historical Society. On 
one occasion the committee 
was instrumental in securing 
county assurance of the preser­ 
vation and continued use of the 
Santa Ynez Library which was 
established in 1912 as the first 
county branch lib ra ry in 
California. 
The Santa Ynez Post Of­ 
fice was given assistance by the 
organization with the petition 
for a rural route from Santa 
Ynez which began in 1961. The 
association also sponsored the 
dedication of the new post office 
building in 1961. 
A com m ittee worked 
with the Santa Ynez River 
Water Conservation District on 
selecting a Santa Ynez site and 
a compatible design for the dis­ 
trict building and later helped 
with the dedication and open 
house in 1962. 
In 1963 p lan s w ere 
presented to county officials for 
the establishment of a com­ 
munity park in Santa Ynez. 
Construction began in 1965 and 
the area south of town was of­ 
ficially named the Santa Ynez 
Park on May 19. 1966. 


-The association gave its 
full support to Los Amigos de 
Santa Ynez for the Tortilla Day 
celebration and also assisted 
the College School District in 
various road improvement 
projects and in the establish­ 
ment of a new school site in 
1961.

If every CBer could talk to 
Ames White, fewer of them 
would be electrocuted in base 
antenna accidents. 
White, of Charlotte, N.C., 
almost died earlier this year 
when the base CB antenna he 
was taking out of a tree touch­ 
ed a power line loaded with 7,- 
200 volts of electricity. 
His advice is simple: “I 
wouldn’t fool around wires. 
Period. Once it’s (electricity) 
got you, it’s too late.” 
White is lucky. He has a few 
scars and missed work for 
three months, but he is alive 
and regaining his health. 
Dozens of other CBers this 
year won’t have been as for­ 
tunate. 
No one knows for certain 
how many CBers have been 
killed this year putting up or 
taking down base antennas, 
but the num ber is con­ 
siderable. Enough died that 
electric companies across the 
nation issued warnings about 
the hazards. 
The companies’ advice is 
similar to White’s — stay 
away from power lines! 
High voltage power lines 
are not always insulated, and 
weather and time can wear 
off insulation that is on lines. 
Pow er lines running into 
hom es also have enough 
power to kill under the right 
conditions. 
With cold weather moving 
in, more new CBers who have 
enjoyed their radios in their 
cars are going to plan on CB- 
ing inside this winter. They’ll 
be putting up base antennas, 
and the following things 
should be remembered: 
• Don’t assume that a line 
is a telephone or television 
cable line. Don’t touch any 
lines. 
• Don’t assume that power 
lines are insulated. Even if 
they are, don’t touch them. 
• Don’t do the work on a 
windy day. The wind can blow 
the antenna or tower into a 
line. 
• Don’t touch the antenna if 
it falls across a power line 


Call the electric company, 
which would rather send out a 
servicem an than have a 
customer electrocuted. 
* Make certain that should 
the antenna accidentally fall 
it will not touch a line. Do 
more than just estimate — 
step off the distance to the 
nearest line or use a measur­ 
ing tape. 
* Wear gloves that will in­ 
sulate, and wear rubber boots 
or rubber-soled shoes to 
lessen grounding. 
* Put the antenna together 
as close as possible to the in­ 
stallation site. This will 
eliminate having to carry the 
a n te n n a 
n e a r 
p o s s ib le 
hazards. 
* Have enough manpower 
to prevent the antenna from 


If a person has been shock­ 
ed, give m outh-to-m outh 
resuscitation if breathing 
stops and, simultaneously, 
closed-chest heart massage if 
the heart has stopped beating. 
When calling for an am ­ 
bulance, make it clear that 
the victim has been shocked 
so that special equipment can 
be brought.

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U.S. unveils first copy of F16 


FORT WORTH, Tex. (U P I) 
— The United States unveiled 
the first model of its F16 fighter 
plane in an event that under­ 
scored the nation’s continuing 
role as the world’s No. 1 arms 
salesman as much as it marked 
addition of a new weapon to its 
own arsenal. 
The bubble-canopied F16, its 
tail painted in red, white and 
blue stripes, taxied in a rollout 
cerem ony at the General 
Dynamics Corp. plant Wednes­ 
day in front of officials from 
“ participating” 
NATO coun­ 
tries, whose flags were painted 
on its nose. 
There were speeches, in 


which m ilitary officials from 
Belgium, Denmark, the Nether­ 
lands and Norway spoke of 
NATO cooperation and unity 
that brought sometimes dif­ 
ficult negotiations to an agree­ 
ment, under which the F16 will 
be built in Europe as well as the 
United States. 
David S. Lewis, board chair­ 
man of General Dynamics, put 
it another way when he 
acknowledged 
that 
“ par­ 
ticipating" meant “ that they’re 
buying the airplane.” 
Defense Secretary Donald 
Rumsfeld noted that $1.3 billion 
in contracts have already been

“ reinforcing the spirit of 
cooperation on both sides of the 
ocean." 
The coproduction scheme 
was hailed as “ the arms deal of 
the century" for the United 
States when it was signed last 
week. Under it the four Euro­ 
pean countries will buy 348 
planes, and defense sources 
said at least two more countries 
also are expected to buy the 
F16. 


The sales already agreed 
upon are expected to bring in at 
least $2 billion to the United 
States to help offset its own cost 
of $6.54 billion in developing the 
plane and getting a fleet of 650 
of them 


The agreement is still making 
waves in Europe, where the 
French have accused the 
United States of using pressure 
to select the F16, a plane which 


will not roll off production lines 
until 1979, over their Mirage 
jet, a fighter already in produc­ 
tion. 


Billed as a “ lightweight” 
fighter at around 11 tons in 
weight and with a speed more 
than twice that of sound, the 
F16 is viewed as a bargain air­ 
plane that does not have as 
much oomph as bigger jets. 


Rumsfeld told the audience, 
however, that “ this force of 
fighters should m eet our 
defense requirements in the 
1980’s and 1990’s” and has twice 
the maneuverability and range 
of other planes “ at the low end 
of the cost frame.” 


By “ low end’’ Rum sfeld 
acknowledged that the F16 was 
still expensive. Each is expect­ 
ed to cost around $9 million by 
the time they start coming off 
the production lines.

Violent winds and record rains buffeted much of the 
Eastern Seaboard Wednesday night, overturning trailers, 
crushing warehouses and forcing postponement of the 
fourth game of the World Series. 
The storm, which brewed over the Carolinas before 
sweeping northward, brought torrents of rain to New 
York City, transforming the grassy outfield of Yankee 
Stadium into a lake. Baseball Commmissioner Bowie 
Kuhn called off Wednesday night’s scheduled fourth 
World Series game and rescheduled it for tonight. 
The storm lumbered into New England early today and 
New York’s weather forecasters predicted better 
baseball weather. 
Rainfall in New York City Wednesday broke a 66-year- 
old record for the date. Weather officials recorded 1.78 in­ 
ches of rainfall in Central Park. The old rainfall record 
for Oct. 20 was set in 1910 with 1.51 inches. 
Police reported some traffic tieups within the city due 
to flooding. 
Rains persisted early today from the eastern Ohio 
Valley and the Great Lakes into the northern Atlantic 
Coast. 


Flash flood watches were in effect early today for por­ 
tions of New Jersey and Pennsylvania. 
Gale warnings were posted along the Atlantic Coast 
from North Carolina to Maine. 
Violent winds stabbed at two South Carolina com­ 
munities Wednesday as the storm moved up the Atlantic 
Coast.

Disclosing it has uncovered 
substantial Medi-Cal abuses by 
California pharmacists, the 
state Department of Health has 
announced plans for an investi­ 
gation of fraud in all areas of 
the program. 
The department Wednesday 
reported nearly one-third of 390 
drug stores investigated “ sig­ 
nificantly" abused the Medi-Cal 
prescription program for the 
needy. It demanded that a half- 
dozen pharmacies pay back 
more than $11,000 in over­ 
charges and said others might 
be prosecuted. 
Dr. Jerome Lackner, director 
of the department, said $1.3 
million will be spent for a team 
of 44 investigators to look into 
Medi-Cal fraud in all health 
areas in the state. 
Knowledge by providers that 
investigators are actively look­ 
ing at claims “ will serve as a 
rather forceful deterrent to 
whatever fraud exists,” he 
said. 
In the past, Lackner said, the 
state has only reacted on “ a 
crisis basis” to ouside claims of 
fraud in the Medi-Cal system. 
He said checks of records for 
the last year at 130 of 390 phar­ 
macies disclosed “ they are 
abusing the Medi-Cal program 
to a significant degree," but he 
was unable to say how much 


taxpayer money was wasted. 


The rapidly expanding $2.2 
billion Medi-Cal program pro­ 
vides care for 2.7 m illion 
Californians with the cost split 
between the federal and state 
governments. 


Abuse by pharm acists, 
Lackner said, included billing 
for services not performed, 
splitting doses into smaller 
quantities to charge for more 
dispensing fees and overcharg­ 
ing the state for drugs provided. 


The director identified six 
pharmacies as having been 
asked by the state to return the 
money stemming from abuses

The story is as old as football itself: 
A strong, highly

Lompoc coach Mike Warren hopes that he and his Braves 
put a twist in that story when they travel to San Luis 
tomorrow night to take on the Tigers at San Luis High at 8 
p.m in the second Northern League game for both teams. 
Warren does admit that it has been on his mind though. 
"It (a letdown) can be a problem," he confesses 
"I’m 
very hopeful the kids are mature enough. I’m confident that 
they understand that we are not going to blow anybody out 
and anybody can beat us if we don’t play our kind of foot­ 
ball." 
If there were an award for "Comeback Team of the 
Year," the Tigers would certainly have an inside track on it. 
After finishing near the Northern League basement last 
year, the Tigers have done a flip-flop. 
Sporting an impressive 4-1 record (sam e as Lompoc’s), 
San Luis is definitely a strong dark horse contender for the 
league crown 
The Tigers beat Bishop Diego in the season 
opener, 18-14. Cabrillo lost to the same Bishop team 21-12 
three weeks later. 
The Tigers slaughtered Morro Bay 48-0 in the third game, 
having beaten Madera 23-12 the week before. In the final 
preleague game, San Luis lost to Paso Robles 13-6. 
Last week, against Righetti in the Northern League 
opener, the Tigers won 13-7. 
"This is a new era of football at San Luis," said Warren. 
"They told us they would be a different team this year and 
they are." 
The Braves will be fielding a somewhat different team 
themselves than they did last week in their 17-13 win over 
Santa Maria. 
The best news for Lompoc fans is that Mike Walker will be 
back Walker injured an elbow against San Marcos nearly a 
month ago 
Warren plans to start him at fullback and 
linebacker. 


The Braves’ alternating split ends, Dave Hendrix and Bob 
Hernandez, are both injured. 
Hendrix, who has ankle 
problems, is definitely out, while Hernandez is doubtful. 
Junior John Lizarraga will start if Hernandez doesn’t pull 
through and Lizarraga will see action at strong comerback 
where starter Pat Fridrich is fighting tonsilitis and Perry 
Self has a bum hip. 
Senior Jerry Davis will start at tight end, replacing Jerry 
Tolstad, who is doubtful with a sprained ankle. Tolstad may 
see action in the defensive backfield. 
Warren will also give junior Ron Toomey a shot at split 
tackle in place of Keith Cornelius. 
"Most of our defensive secondary is hurt,” said Warren, 
assessing the injury list. "We’ve got people with sprains and 
limps. We re just going to have to suck it up and go after it.’’ 
This was not the week to lose your secondary. The Tigers 
love to pass and they are very effective doing it. 
"‘Their game is passing and they don’t try to fool you 
about it," says Warren. "They are good in all phases of pass­ 
ing. They throw screens very well. They can throw the 
bomb." 
The arm that does all the throwing for the Tigers is at­ 
tached to Larry Wampler, who usually completes over half 
his passes. 
Donell Cooper is one of the top receivers in the league with 
15 receptions for 240 yards. 
The Tigers’ leading rusher is tailback Randy Salas. 
Against Righetti Salas picked up 12 yards every time he got 
the ball for a total of 78 yards. 
Defensively the Tigers present an eight-man line and 
Warren sees this as a perfect opportunity to insert some new 
strategy.

Bears' hustler 
plays

CHICAGO 111 — (NEA) — Mike Adamle lined up on the left flank of the rush line 
as the other side prepared to kick. With the snap of the ball he spurted across on an 
angle juked to the outside briefly, and the blocker took his fake^ Mike quickly veered 
to the inside and had a clear line to the punter, who was deliberately going through 
his two-step kicking routine. 
The ball had scarcely arched off his 
foot when it slapped against Mike’s up- 
stretched hands, rebounded swiftly into 
the end zone with Adamle in pursuit. 
The ball went through the rectangular 
lines before Mike could get there. It was 
a safety — two points — for his Chicaeo 
Bears 
Adamle bounced vertically into the air 
three times, arms flailing in exultation, 
then he catapulted across the field in 
bounding leaps, stopped in front of the 
Chicago Bears’ bench, jumped straight 
up again and disappeared in a swarm of 
black jerseys. 
The two points were not decisive for 
the resurging Chicago Bears in this early 
season of ’76, but the act of Adamle get­ 
ting them, and the exultation they ex­ 
cited, were symbolic for a team that has 
had seven straight bitterly disap­ 
pointing, losing seasons. 
Later, in the skelter of the victorious 
dressing room, Jim Finks, the general 
manager of the Bears, pointed to Adamle 
disappearing into the shower and said, 
"That guy means as much and maybe 
more to this team than anybody in here." 
That sounded like a brash statement 
for a roster that has now deve\pped such 
brilliant youngsters as Wally Chambers, 
an all-pro defensive tackle; Walter 
Payton, envisioned as another Gale 
Sayers carrying the ball, and Waymond 
Bryant, a developing comer linebacker. 
Who, a fter a ll, is A dam le? 
A 
pedestrian running back who is now in 
his sixth professional season without a 
regular starting role. 
A guy who has 
been bumped around to three teams. A 
man of modest physical proportions and 
fair speed who doesn’t make big money 
either. 
And what does he provide for the 
Bears? "The intangibles," says Finks, 
dredging up Branch Rickey’s old line 
about Eddie Stanky, a baseball player 
who couldn’t hit, field or run — only win 
On closer inspection, Adamle is an 
amazingly enthusiastic young man of 27, 
with earnest blue eyes, an evenly 
chiseled face and extraordinarily 
bunched shoulders under a big mop of 
hair. 
In a way, Mike Adamle is probably 
more what pro football is all about than 
O.J. Simpson or Joe Namath or Francis 
Tarkenton. 
He is one of the legion of 
gladiator? who surround and buttress the 
stars of the cast, and Mike accepts the 
gladiatorial concept — not stoically but 
eagerly. 
For all its monetary aspects, profes­ 
sional football still is founded in the im­ 
passioned eagerness of its players for 
physical contact. 
"I play the game because I like it," 
says Mike "And 1 think I can play it for 
10 years because I can contribute. I hus­ 
tle. I’m good for a team I do my job " 
The inference is that he transmits 
those qualities to the other players and 
thereby jacks up their performance. 
Mike, for instance, plays on the 
"special" teams. 
It’s onerous duty 
relagated to the fringe players on a 
roster. 
You put your body on the line 
chasing down punts and kickoffs, trying 
to block kicks or block people when your 
own team has a shot at the ball.

Chewin', spittin' no lost arts 


By DICK WEST 
WASHINGTON (UPI) - One of the most 
noticeable things about the World Series is the spit­ 
ting. 
Because of closeup shots by television cameras, 
big-league spitting techniques have been brought 
into the living rooms of millions of Americans. 
A cameraman zooms in as the batter tugs at his 
cap, waggles his bat and spits. The camera 
switches to the mound where the pitcher peers in, 
nods his head, spits. 
Infielders, outfielders, catchers, base runners, 
coaches, managers and bat boys — all spitting 
away on camera. 
One pitcher for Cincinnati spit safely in five 
straight closeups for a World Series record. 
Baseball — very much a game of tradition — still 
carries on customs that began when most players 
chewed tobacco. 
^ 
Nowadays 
judging from tv close-ups, most 


players chew bubble gum. But after blowing bub­ 
bles, they spit. 
Younger fans may have gotten the impression 
nobody chews tobacco any more. That impression 
would have been formed by anyone reading a cer­ 
tain review of a new book called "American Talk. 
Where Our Words Come From." 
The book traces the origin of many colorful words 
and expressions to brothels, gambling dens, saloons 
and political caucuses. One critic wrote: 
" 
from the vile custom of chewing tobacco 
came ‘biting off more than one can chew,’ as well 
as some fine (alas, obsolete) brand names: Day’s 
Work, Brown’s Mule, Red Man and Dulcissimus." 
The reference to chewing as "vile” is a subjec­ 
tive judgment entirely within a book reviewer’s 
prerogative. But the parenthetical lamentation 
over the obsoleteness of the brand names is grossly 
misleading 
Actually. Day’s Work, Brown’s Mule and Red 


Man still are very much extant As are Bloodhound, 
Red Juice, Bagpipe, Beech Nut, Big Red, Top Plug, 
Happy Days, Mail Pouch, Peachy, Big Kick, 
Yankee Girl, Bonus, O.B Joyful, Union Workman 
and some 35 other brands of chewing tobacco. 
This year, according to the Department of 
Agriculture, Americans will chew 82 million pounds 
of tobacco, compared with 80 million last year and 
65 million 10 years ago. 
Robert H Miller, an agricultural economist who 
keeps track of such trends, believes relatively few 
smokers who give up cigars, pipes and cigarettes 
switch to chewing 
He attributes the renewed demand to the increas­ 
ing popularity of hiking, camping and other 
recreational activities in the great outdoors where 
a man can spit to his heart’s content. 
Theoretically, women hikers can expectorate 
freely, too. But despite women’s lib, hardly any 
females have taken up chewing

They’re 
common along the coast and can leap totally out of the water.

The coastal fishing is picking up 
a g a in to su p p le m e n t the 
already excellent island fishing. 
On the coast, the halibut are 
starting to run again. A private 
boat owner reports hooking a 
55-pounder. White sea bass 
have also been caught off the 
coast and with them are the 
bonita, which are coming right 
up to the boat but not necessari­ 
ly biting. 
The island fishing is limiting, 
as usual, with a good sprinkling 
of ling cod 
The albacore situation out of 
Port San Luis has gotten to the 
point where Skip Sato, owner of 
San Luis Sportfishing. is pon­ 


dering whether to discontinue 
his albacore runs. 
Just last Sunday the albacore 
were averaging five a rod, but 
things are very slow now. 
There are still hopes in the 
hearts of many die-hard salmon 
anglers that there will be one 
great salmon run before the 
season closes in late November. 
Once again, the rock fishing 
is the best fishing, with the 
boats going to Point Sal and the 
Vandenberg area. 
This year there have been 
more opahs caught than usual, 
with many being hooked off the 
Monterey coastline and some 
closer to home. Some of the big 
moonfish have been running 
over 30 pounds and there are 
reports of one going over 80 


pounds. The opah favors warm 
water and is reported reaching 
a length of six feet and a weight 
of 160 pounds.

For most people, buying a 
dog is no longer as simple as 
heading over to the city pound 
to pick up w h a t e v e r ’s 
available. 
John Howe, an editor of 
"Consumer Reports,” has 
written what is essentially a 
consumer’s guide to "Choos­ 
ing the Right Dog” — the 
right dog in Howe’s book 
meaning the 121 pure breeds 
recognized by the American 
Kennel Club (the chief 
organization of dog breeders 
in the U.S.). 
Howe gathered extensive in­ 
formation from breeders, 
trainers, and veterinarians on 
such important variations 
among breeds as amount of 
shedding and drooling, daily 
food intake and tendency to 
bark or bay. For each breed, 
he also notes good and bad 
points as a house or apart­ 
ment dog and gives a physical 
description and the average 
price of a good puppy. 
Responsiveness to training, 
guard and watchdog abilities, 
special care requirements,

Howe 
evaluates. 
For instance, the New­ 
foundland, Howe says, can 
readily adapt to apartment 
living. If it’s not possible to 
run it regularly, the New­ 
foundland can get by on lots of 
daily fast-paced walking. In 
contrast, the Borzoi requires 
more strenuous exercise than 
most breeds, so keeping one in 
the city is not recommended.

Controversial 


FPC order 


reconsidered 


WASHINGTON (UPIl - The 
Federal Power Commission 
told natural gas producers to­ 
day they will get $580 million 
less from the proposed new 
natural gas rates than the 
producers had estimated. 
The FPC was reconsidering 
its controversial July 27 order 
that, unless reversed, would 
allow nearly triple the price for 
some gas "at the wellhead,” at 
the point of production. 


The impact to the individual 
whose home uses gas would be 
considerably less, because the 
wellhead price of gas is a frac­ 
tion of the consumer’s bill. 


FPC Chairman Richard Dun­ 
ham said it appears unlikely the 
FPC will complete consider­ 
ation of the entire rate matter 
this week. The FF>C had agreed 
to reconsider the new rates 
when interest groups went to 
court, contending the rates are 
too high and not justified by 
costs. 
In one big aspect of the new 
rates, the commission voted to 
clarify its intent. Its new 
wording would specify that a 
well started at a certain time 
could not qualify for a later, 
higher price merely by being 
redrilled to a new reservoir at a 
later time. 
Recompletions in wells start­ 
ed before 1973, for example, 
would receive only the 52 cents 
per thousand cubic feet (plus a 
one-cent-a-year 
"escalator” ) 
allowed for those older wells. 
The FPC conceivably could 
reverse its decision when it 
votes on the entire rate 
schedule, but it is likely to 
stand 
When producers were inter­ 
preting the new rates incorrect­ 
ly, they had estimated the ad­ 
ditional revenue at $2 042 billion 
a year, the FPC said. With the 
"clarification" the FPC ap­ 
proved. the estimate is $1.462 
billion. 
‘‘This is a reduction to 
(pipeline) consumers of about 
half a billion.” Commissioner 
James G Watt said. 
"What we are trying to do is 
clarify what our intent was,” 
Dunham said.

HUMORIST Henry Morgan and 
cartoonist George Booth have 
written "Dogs,” a delightful 
spoof of books on man’s best 
friend. 
in the "Pocket Encyclopedia 
of Dogs.” This useful guide to 
selecting and caring for your 
dog was written by Ivan 
Swedrup, who has judged 
championship shows in 23 
countries. 
Swedrup provides a brief 
description of each breed’s 
historical development and 
physical characteristics. In 
his introduction, he explores 
the origins of the domestic 
dog, noting that “ finds of 
crania and other bones show 
that at least four types of dog 
were common in Europe dur­ 
ing the Stone Age.” He also 
offers advice on care, train­ 
ing, breeding and detection of 
common ailments. 
In a chapter entitled "The 
Dog in Our Society,” he dis­ 
cusses general regulations on 
licensing and gives some help­ 


ful tips on insurance and 
traveling. 
Full-color drawings of each 
breed are included. Unfor­ 
tunately the color is a bit off 
key in some drawings. 
Dogs, like people, always 
seem to get sick or injured at 
night or on weekends. Anyone 
who has tried to reach a 
veterinarian during off hours 
will vouch for the value of a 
book like “ The Complete 
Home Medical Guide for 
Dogs. ” Written by a pet owner 
w ith 
the 
help 
of 
a 
veterinarian, it includes an in­ 
dex of symptoms that a sick 
or injured dog would be likely 
to exhibit. Since dogs can’t 
tell you “where it hurts,” 
observing symptoms is the 
only recourse, and a book that 
takes this into account is par­ 
ticularly useful. 
For example, if you knew 
your dog had ear mites, you 
could find the causes and 
treatment by looking in the 
table of contents under 
"Problems of the Head and 
Neck.” But if you were not 
aware that excessive ear 
scratching, head shaking, or 
ear discharge might indicate 
this problem, looking up any 
of these symptoms in the in­ 
dex would lead you to the sec­ 
tion on ear mites. 
If home treatment is possi­ 
ble, clear instructions are 
given. If not advisable, the im- 
mediate attention of a 
veterinarian is recommended. 
Ian Niall, a writer for the 
English magazine “Country 
Life” for nearly 25 years, has 
written a splendidly soulful 


account of how dogs have 
enriched his life. The first of 
many dogs in his life was his 
grandfather’s collie, Bess, 
who was regularly dispatched 
to town to get her master’s 
whiskey and tobacco. She 
could be depended upon never 
to return empty-mouthed, or 
with the wrong brand. 
But it’s Susy, a cairn terrier 
who lived with the Niall fami­ 
ly for nearly 16 years, who is 
the principal canine character 
in this memoir. Niall relates 
in detail how Susy reigned 
supreme over the household 
until her death — a spirited 
lady to the end.

Schleppenwulf? 
Humorist 
Henry Morgan and cartoonist 
George Booth describe this 
b r e e d ’s

In case you’re curious, a 
Schleppenwulf is “one of the 
few dogs bred strictly for 
laughs. 
“A true intelletual, as are 
many products of mixed 
marriage, he has no interest 
in children. Tots like to pester 
him and he likes to bite them. 
Since he has a large brain he 
never actually bites any kid 
but you can tell from his ex­ 
pression what he’s thinking 
. . . in truth, the Schlep lives a 
sort of hand-to-mouth ex­ 
istence . . . From your hand to 
his mouth.” 
Then there’s the mongrel 
dog made of spare parts. He 
m ay not be m u ch by 
American Kennel Club stan­ 
dards, but kids swear by him. 
A mix of silliness, satire and 
great cartoons guarantees 
some chuckles during the few 
minutes it takes to zip through 
this irreverent look at man’s 
best friend.

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Gasoline use down, 
still near record 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - 
Califomaia motorists cut back 
on the amount of gasoline they 
used during August, but they 
burned enough fuel during the 
month to rank it the third 
highest in history, it was an­ 
nounced today. 
William M. Bennett, chair­ 
man of the Board of Equaliza­ 
tion, said the 0.1 per cent 
decrease in August’s gasoline 
use, compared to July, halted a 
steady increase in consumption 
that began in May. 
He said 931.5 million gallons 
used in August exceeded what 
was used the same month a 
year ago by 2.4 per cent. The 
all-time record for gasoline 
consumption was set in August 
1973, when California automo­ 
biles and other vehicles used 
935.96 million gallons. 
Bennett said since 1971 more 


gasoline has been used during 
August than any other month. 
He said the decrease this 
August indicates that there 
were fewer vacation trips and 
conservation measures may 
have begun to have some effect.

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Nation's first 'paternity 
leave' teacher speaks out 


United P ress International 


Jerry Cammarata goes down in education history as the 
first teacher to go on a legal “ paternity leave.” 
Three years ago, C am m arata, sp ecial education 
teacher in New York City, fought for and received a four- 
year paternity leave. 
His w ife M argaret had just given birth to M ichelle, 
daughter number two for the Staten Island couple. 
Number one daughter Elizabeth was 3 at the tim e. 
Cammarata has one more year to go in the venture 
aim ed at giving him a more responsible role in the 
developm ent of his children — psychological, emotional 
and intellectual developm ent. 
In an interview the other day the teacher, 29, said duty 
in the child-raising arena convinced him that parents can 
do m ore to educate their children. 
“ It's vital,” he said, “ that parents wake up to the 
reality that schools are not the primary instructional 
vehicles — parents are! 
“ Parents must take tim e out with their children to 
experience the wonders of life together.” 
From his own learning experiences on the homefront so 
far. Cammarata passes on these tips to parents. 
Reading skills can be improved by: 
— Creating a home language notebook that the child 
each night can put pictures in and write the appropriate 
word next to 
— Encourage the child to read signs on the roadway, in 
stores, at the m ovies. 
— Parents reading in front of the child For exam ple, 
read aloud from the cookbook a recipe you are following. 
— Encourage the viewing of educational television. 
Language usage can be improved by: 
— Encouraging a relaxed atm osphere with conversa­ 
tion either at the dinner table, in the living room or while 
in the fam ily car Through discussion of the day’s ac­ 
tivities will com e the use of words newly learned 
— Asking questions of your child in com plete sentences 
and being patient when he answers Always answer your 
child’s questions in com plete sentences 
Math skills can be improved by: 
— Associating num bers to real things For exam ple, 
three apples take away two apples has more meaning 
than the abstraction of “ three minus tw o.” 
— Having the child count things for you and give you the 


total. How many glasses are on the table, for exam ple. 
— Playing gam es that require the use of numbers on 
dice, in moving objects or counting play money. 
— Playing tim e gam es. This w ill teach your child about 
the watch, orient him to the day, associate certain 
numbers and tim es with parts of the day and make him 
feel that he can rely on the watch with its numbers to help 
him be on tim e for things he likes. 
Social skills can be improved directly through im itation 
of the parents and the attention given to those that are 
seen using good manners. 
— No double standard is to be tolerated. If the child is 
supposed to give his or her seat to an adult, daddy should 
be prepared to give his seat to a lady. 
— G am es should be used to encourage sharing and 
group participation. Gam e playing and exercise can be 
used to encourage the child to let off steam — a process 
referred to by professionals as “ nature’s tranquilizer.” 
Cam m arata said learning will com e if it is thought of as 
fun, recognized as necessary, takes place in a relaxed at­ 
m osphere, and the m aterial is interesting. 
“ Take advantage of your public library, m useum s, 
zoos, parks, historical sites as places of learning for your 
child,” he said. 
“ At such places he can learn m ore about him self, his 
country, his heritage.” 
“ Be a loving and honest parent,” Cam m arata said. 
“ You will make your child’s work at learning about the 
world around him much easier and certainly m ore 
enjoyable.” 
The father did not seek the paternity leave to enable his 
w ife to go out and work. 
“This w as not done for role reversal,” he said. “ It w as 
done sim ply to enable m e to participate m ore fully in the 
developm ent of my children.” 
He went through all the onerous jobs — from diapering 
to feeding child at the stage children fling back the peas 
and mashed potatoes. 
He loved and is loving every minute of it. 
During the leave, Cam m arata receives no pay from 
New York schools. He teaches nine hours a week at 
Wagner College to give the fam ily som e incom e.

Dean now claims that he learned 
from two White House aides, William 
Timmons and Richard Cook, that they 
had consulted with Ford about derailing 
Patman. 
Our own investigation doesn't disprove 
Ford’s sworn testimony. 
But we have 
positively established that Nixon altered 
the transcripts in at least eight instances 
to conceal Ford’s possible involvement. 
In each instance, Nixon appeared to 
believe that his staff would be in touch 
with Ford and that Ford would in­ 
tervene. 
On Sept. 15, 1972, for example, a 
worried Nixon discussed the Patman 
probe with aides. 
He wanted the in­ 
vestigation stopped, he told his aides. 
Then, referring to Ford, Nixon declared: 
“Jerry has really got to lead on this. 
He’s got to really be...’’ 
Nixon was emphatic. 
He said Ford 
should be told: 
“Now goddamn it, get 
the hell over with this (ending the 
probe).” To stress the urgency, Nixon 
added: 
“I'm getting into this thing.’’ 
These statem ents were picked up by 
the hidden microphones in the Oval Of­ 
fice. But Nixon later deleted them from 
the transcripts. 
At another point, Nixon suggested that 
Rep. William Widnall, R.-N.J., the top 
Republican on Patm an’s committee, 
was too weak to stall the investigation. 
“Put it down,” instructed Nixon, “uh, 
Jerry should talk to Widnall and, uh, just 
brace him .” This instruction was also 
deleted from the transcripts. 
One of the most significant omissions 
involved Timmons, whom Dean iden­ 
tified as a go-between with Ford. Nixon 
said. "The game has to be played awful 
rough ... You’ll follow through with ... 
Who will over there? Who ... Timmons, 
or with Ford.” This reference to Ford 
and Timmons was also struck out of the 
transcripts. 
On another part of the tape, Nixon 
questioned whether Ford could “do 
anything with Patman.” 
Again, Nixon 
stated that Ford has “got to know” that 
Nixon personally wanted the probe 
killed Dean acknowledged, according to 
the tapes, that Ford would be advised 
Nixon was personally behind the request. 
These embarrassing remarks, too, were 
deleted 
There is clear evidence, in short, that 
Nixon censored the references to Ford 
from the transcript This doesn’t neces­ 
sarily mean that Nixon's instructions to 
his staff were carried out. It is always 


possible, as Ford insists, that they never 
spoke to him about the probe. It should 
also be noted that Ford had nothing to 
do with editing the transcripts. It wasn’t 
Ford but Nixon who was responsible for 
the deletions.

Timmons and Cook both 
deny that they talked with Ford about 
killing the Patman investigation. 
We 
have been unable to get any comment 
from Nixon. 
INSIDE THE WHITE HOUSE-The 
special prosecutor has now cleared 
President Ford of illegally pocketing or 
diverting any funds from the maritime 
unions. As additional evidence that the 
maritime unions have no hold on him, we 
have learned that they brought tremen­ 
dous pressure on him to sign a 1974 bill 
requiring that a percentage of oil im­ 
ports had to be carried on U.S. ships. 
The unions' friends on Capitol Hill even 
threatened to hold up Ford legislation if 
he didn’t sign the bill. Nevertheless, the 
President vetoed the bill. 
— Not long ago, Transportation 
Secretary William Coleman marched up 
to Capitol Hill to plead for minority con­ 
tractors. He sought legislation to assure 
that they get at least 15 per cent of 
the railroad work in the Northeast cor­ 
ridor. 
But railroad lobbyists quietly 
spread the word that Coleman was 
acting on his own, that he didn’t speak 
for the President. When this got back to 
Ford, he personally sent word to key 
members of Congress that he backed 
Coleman 100 per cent. 
—Teammates of President Ford recall 
the time that his University of Michigan 
football team played a game in the 
South. The opposing team objected to a 
black player on the Michigan squad. 
Ford immediately let it be known that he 
would refuse to play if his black team­ 
mate was barred from the game.

LONDON — For embattled Britain, 
the rainbow on the distant horizon is 
North Sea oil. 
Prime Minister Jam es Callaghan told 
the deeply divided Labourites that by 
1980 it would mean an annual return of 
$20 billion and would thereby solve many 
of the desperate deficiencies of a 
crowded island that is 
d ep en d en t on th e 
export-import flow to 
live. 
But how real this 
bonanza will prove is 
su b ject to serio u s 
doubt and depends, 
above all, on timing. 
As with the Alaska 
pipeline, the promises 
are th reaten ed by 
great technical dif­ 
ficu lties and ever- 
increasing cost. Bring­ 
ing up oil and gas from 
the cold depths of the 
North Sea presents 
even more com plex 
problems of engineer­ 
ing than does construction of the long 
steel line across the frozen tundra of our 
North. 
Quadrupling the cost of OPEC oil has 
been responsible for much of the dilem­ 
ma of a nation that must import every 
drop to run industry and to heat homes. 
To rub it in is the Arab invasion of 
London, with depreciated pounds spent 
as though they were worth hardly more 
than the paper they are printed on. These 
same Arabs are happily buying up com­ 
mercial properties and elegant country 
houses. 
At the sam e time, they hold a sword of 
Damocles over the once all-powerful 
banking system of London’s “city.” 
Should the sheiks of the Gulf States 
decide to withdraw their huge balances 
— and with the fall of the pound this is 
far from impossible — the consequences 
could be disastrous. 
The undetermined “ X ” in the energy 
equation is nuclear power. The con­ 
troversy is just beginning to heat up here 
over whether the dangers are so great as 
to outw eigh the future need for 
electricity. 
Walter Marshall, chief scientist at the 
U nited 
K ingdom 
A tom ic E nergy 
Authority, has just called for proceeding 


immediately with building the first com­ 
mercial fast-breeder reactor. Britain 
has led the Western world in developing 
a complete system of fast-breeder reac­ 
tors, including a reprocessing plant 
opening up the export market. But the 
Royal Commission on Environmental 
Pollution has criticized plans to build a 
plutonium-fueled reactor because of the 
danger of theft and blackmail. 
This is a controversy casting a shadow 
over the entire world scene. The ex­ 
plosive potential in politics is only just 
emerging. 
The Social Dem ocrats in Sweden 
blame their defeat on the introduction of 
a strong and consistent conservative at­ 
tack on the Swedish government’s ex­ 
panding nuclear program. 
West Germany’s sale to Brazil of a 
complete nuclear cycle is thought by 
knowledgeable critics to be a danger sign 
that is impossible to exaggerate. 
According to an analysis in The Times 
of London, after the expenditure of 
billions of dollars in developing the huge 
steel platforms off the coast of Scotland 
and the Orkney and Shetland islands, oil 
now is coming ashore in large enough 
quantities to make some impact on 
Britain's balance of payments. 
Five fields already are in production, 
three with American big oil in coopera­ 
tion with British firms. Still another 
Shell-Esso field will come in this fall 


While the worst of the inflation in cost 
of new projects has been brought down, a 
“realistic appraisal” of the technical dif­ 
ficu lties. according to the Tim es 
analysis, indicates that by 1980 Britain 
will be just barely self-sufficient in oil 
This is, of course, on the basis of present 
consumption, with no new upsurge in the 
use. 
Ardent Scottish nationalists like to say 
that this bonanza is wholly theirs, with 
the Brits having no claim on it what­ 
soever. These are the same nationalists 
who are demanding an independent 
Scotland, freed of British domination 
Their demands ar*i not taken too 
seriously 
The alternative most often 
talked about is “devolution.” and par­ 
ticularly by the Labour Party, which is 
dependent on their Scottish seats in the 
House of Commons Under devolution, 
the Scots would be given a considerable 
share of self-government, with defense 
and foreign policy reserved for London 
In short, they would not be separated 
from the United Kingdom 


The long lines of traffic that clog Lon­ 
don’s str e e ts and the high-speed 
highways are proof of no undue worry 
about an oil shortage While gasoline is 
expensive — as much as $1 50 a gallon 
for regular grade — the cars, with few 
exceptions, are smaller than those in the 
United States and consume less gas.

'You’re sick of politics and politicians!' 


Wherever I go these days, it is rare if I 
don't get some kind of comment on my 
aversion to okra. 
Since there obviously are a great 
number of persons from Iowa, Missouri, 
Oklahoma, Arkansas, Texas, Louisiana 
and other okra states living here now, 
the subject strikes a 
responsive note with 
many readers. 
Just as obvious is 
the fact that I am in 
the minority when it 
comes to having no 
taste at all for this 
pathetic vegetable. 
When I was making 
my reservation to go 
to Washington not long 
ago, a lady at the 
travel agency said, 
“Oh, you’re the one 
who doesn't like okra, 
aren’t you?” 
I thought for a mo­ 
ment she might refuse 
to sell me a ticket! 
Fortunately, she has a sense of humor 
and recognized that there was a tongue 
in my cheek when I wrote about okra (It 
is a certainty that that lump in my cheek 
wasn't a forkful of okra!) 
When I got back to my desk after being 
away for a week, I found among the 
things that had stacked up in my absence 
a clipping left by Dan Duffy from a Los 
Angeles newspaper containing an okra 
recipe, as if I cared. 
The recipe was one that had been sub­ 
mitted to the paper with the comment 
that the sender’s mother-in-law had in­ 
troduced her to okra with this particular 
dish. 
It was a sort of marinated okra, involv­ 
ing the use of a quarter cup of red wine 
vinegar, some soy sauce, sesam e oil, 
garlic salt and monosodium glutamate. 
Normally I would have shared the 
recipe with my Child Bride, Patty. Even 
though I can’t stand the stuff, she is 
always on the lookout for new ways to 


serve okra and I try to pass along such 
recipes when I come across them. 
Once, in the presence of witnesses, she 
said that she could eat okra three times a 
day, no matter how it was prepared. 
Since that time she has had to modify her 
attitude. 
Once when the family was flying to 
Detroit, the stewardess on the airliner 
rolled a cart laden with goodies of all 
sorts down the aisle. 
In a relish tray 
were pods of okra which were to be 
speared with toothpicks and plopped into 
the mouth 
Patty picked up one of them, took a 
bite and then grimaced. It was pickled 
okra and she had to admit that this was 
one way of preparing it that she did not 
enjoy. 
T h at’s why I d on ’t b eliev e the 
marinated okra recipe that Dan left on 
my desk would appeal to her. 
On another occasion, to test her state­ 
ment that she could eat okra no matter 
how it was prepared, I offered to have 
several pods of cooked okra chocolate- 
coated at a nearby frosty stand. 
That way, I suggested, she could enjoy 
okra for dessert, as well She turned as 
green as an okra pod at the mere sugges­ 
tion, so I discovered another way that 
she didn't like it. 
In a recent column, I mentioned that 
we had been told that okra would not 
grow in Lompoc, despite my efforts to 
cultivate several stalks in greenhouse 
conditions 
My mother, who lives in Guthrie, 
Okla , got wind of the fact that we 
couldn't grow okra here and was so con­ 
cerned about it that she planned to ship 
us a few pounds by parcel post. 
I 
managed to dissuade her from that idea 
by convincing her that there ARE places 
in the warmer clim es of California 
where it does grow and that we are able 
to get frequent shipments in the local 
grocery stores. 
I suspect that the county agricultural 
commissioner would not smile upon the 
importing of alien okra, even if it was for 
a good cause 


Dear Editor: 
I would like to take this opportunity to 
correct an inaccurate public statement 
and to comment on the race for Fourth 
District County Supervisor. 
On September 23rd during the KNEZ 
“Open Line” talk show. I suggested to 
program guest Phyllis White that super­ 
visorial candidate Robert Lilley had at­ 
tempted to rezone his Lompoc farmland 
a couple of years ago to allow for 
residential development on one acre lots 
My recollection of past events was not 
entirely accurate in this case. 
After 
researching the matter I found that the 
Lilley farmland, as well as other such 
property in the vicinity of nearby La 
Purisima Mission, had already been 
zoned for half acre and one acre residen­ 
tial lots long before the 1973-1974 period 
in question. There were attempts made 
during 1973-1974 to lot split or rezone 
some agricultural land in the vicinity of 
the Lilley holdings which met with 
strong citizen disapproval on the grounds 
that it would have been wasteful of 
farmland degrading to the scenic rural 
setting of the mission. 
Subsequent to these controversial 
proposals, Mr. Lilley did obtain a lot 
split resulting in 12 and 66 acre parcels 
with the property being simultaneously 
rezoned for 40 acre minimum lots 
(somewhat inconsistent with the 12 acre 
parcel >. Although there is no evidence in 
the public record to support them, some 
individuals with first hand experience of 
Mr. Lilley's unofficial actions during 
that period are under the impression that 
he originally favored higher density zon­ 
ing of agricultural land in the vicinity of 
his own property. 
This impression, 
which I share, is reinforced by Mr. 
Lilley's voting record during his 10 years 
as a planning commissioner for Santa 
Barbara County while he also dealt 
privately in local real estate. 
While a planning commissioner, Mr. 
Lilley almost consistently voted in favor 
of subdivision of agricultural land in the 
Santa Ynez and Goleta Valleys which 
created 
large 
unincorporated com ­ 
munities (75,000 in Goleta alone) that are 
supported by county taxpayers. No 
wonder so much of our tax dollar is 
required in the south county! Such poor­ 
ly planned development has been accom­ 
panied by the diversion of the lion's 
share of Santa Ynez River water to the 
south coast, meanwhile leaving the rest 
of us with the prospect of having to pay 
the very expensive cost of importing 
Feather River Water (already supported 
by Lilley). The south county didn’t steal 
our water and tax dollars. 
Bob Lilley 
voted it to them - even when they didn’t 
want it! 
Bob Lilley claims to be a protector of 
agricultural land and has stated that he 
helped en act a county ordinance 
protecting the coastline prior to the es­ 
tablishment of the Coastal Commission 
How, then, does he account for his 1970 
vote in favor of a cluster residential 
development on the El Capitan Ranch 
which for decades had been a productive 
cattle ranch with citrus and avocado, 
orchards as well as a m agnificent 


coastline’’ County citizens had to petition 
for a vote in the matter and eventually 
turned down the development at the 
polls 
More recently the owners have 
taken legal action against the county for 
failure to provide water for their 
property which is m iles from established 
service areas. 
There are plenty of 
similar examples of poor planning in Mr 
Lilley’s record 
With our new sewage 
systems and the prospect of Feather 
R iver w ater, all th a t’s lacking is 
someone like Mr Lilley in office to com ­ 
plete the ingredients for a developer’s 
dreamland and an extension of Los 
Angeles and the San Fernando Valley 
right here in our backyard 
Development interests must like what 
they see as they are behind the Lilley 
candidacy almost 100 percent. 
I. like most local citizens, would like 
to see some future growth in our district 
However, the all consuming style of 
Southern California leapfrog and sprawl 
with its attendant bigger government 
higher taxes, water shortages, sewage 
sp ills, traffic jam s, air pollution, 
destruction of agriculture and wildlife, 
etc. which Mr. Lilley has supported in 
the past is not what I would call planned 
or quality growth 
I apologize for my error and still find 
myself unable to support Mr. Lilley for 
Supervisor.
